Attlee, prime minister from 


1945 to 1951, died Sunday in a 
London hospital after a long ill- 
ness. He was 84, 


No date has been scheduled 


for the cremation but Nov. 3 has 
been tentatively set for the 
Westminster Abbey service. 


Tributes continued to pour in 


from all over the world today. 
India's President Zakir Husain 
sent a message of condolence to 
Queen Elizabeth II praising the 
man under whose administra* 
tion India received her inde- 
pendence. 


The Queen said Attlee "made 


an enduring place for himself in 
the history of our country and 
the Commonwealth. In war and 
peace he served his sovereigns 
well." 


Prime Minister Harold Wil- 


son, 
who quit Attlee's Cabinet 


over a rearmament dispute In 
1951, 
called his former leader 


"one 
of the greatest men of our 


generation. He brought a quiet 
and modest greatness to our 
public affairs." 


President Johnson said Attlee 


"was 
a strong defender and 


champion

freedom. As a political leader 
and a creative humanitarian, he 
earned the admiration and re- 
spect of the entire world." 


Attlee was first elected to 


Parliament 
in 
1922 and was 


leader of the Labor party from 


1935 to 1955, the longest tenure 
in the party's history. In 1940 he

Churchill's 


deputy prime minister in a war- 
time coalition Cabinet. 


In July 1945, Attlee led Labor 


to a sweeping election landslide 
seen as a mandate for domestic 
reconstruction in war-torn Brit- 
ain. During his six years in of- 
fice he instituted national health 
service and insurance plans, na-

railways, the Bank of England,
